1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: In the method claim 1 for the elected claims 1-6, 18 and 20, newly 
amended claim 1 recites several Markush species for the polymeric resin that include a 
novolac/diazonaphthoquinone resin, a polysulfone resin, a polyhydroxystyrene, a polyimide resin 
and blends thereof. 

Likewise, claim 6 recites a Markush list of the top layer material that include Si- 
acrylates/methacrylates, Si-containing styrene derivatives, Si-containing norbornene materials, 
silylsesquioxane, silanes, siloxanes, acrylates/methacrylates, styrene, and cyclic olefins. 

Applicants should elect a bottom layer polymeric resin and in claim 6 a top layer resist 
material as disclosed above. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 6 are generic.
